A Rainy Day in Town. 


Soriie eynical’ person has remarked that 
people aré given to talk most about what 
they least understand—an observation, by 
the way, which although it has passed into a 
maxim pretty generally current, is, like most 
of the. dicta of your sarcastic. philosophers, 
true only ina limited sense, It is strikingly 
trug, however, with regard to Jolin Bull and 
his numerous family whenever their talk is 
/about the weather. John, from his insular 
position, is more exposed to the ‘skiey in- 
fluences,” as fine’ writers call the changes of 
the weather, than any of his neighbors; and 
being w personage whose business, and 
whose plensures too, lie very much out of 
doors, he would be glad to know, were it 
possible, howto manage his movements so 
as to es¢ape the foul and enjoy the fair. 
Hence it is that the weather, and its pro- 
bable: state at sore not very distant or 
closely impending period, is’ a universal 
topie with honest John. It is a question in 
which’ he has ‘a personal interest, and one 
often of greater moment than any other 
which’ a mere casual acquaintance could 
discuss’ with him. A Frenchman or a Ger- 
many an’ Italian or a Spaniard, may, it is 
true, be equally: interested in the weather— 
but then he'is seldom, if ever, in the same 
uncertainty respecting itt “With a wind 
from any point but the west or south-west, 
your continental friend does not fear getting 
drenched to the skin; but John knows from 
awkward experience, that he has no cause 
for solid reliance upon any wind that blows; 
atid that! ain may. come’ to,him, and’ does 
come to him at times, from all points of the 
cotipass, So” he is ever on his guard 
against it, and prophesies concerning its ad- 
vent and departure—not very often, it must 
be confessed, with the happiest result—thus 
shewing’ that though he talks so. much 
about it, he understands it very little indeed: 
But he is'not content with talking only—if 
he were, he wouldn’t' be John Bull. He 
arms’ himself against foul weather, as he 
would against any other enemy; and has 
eontrived no end of munitions and fortifica- 
tions agiitist ‘the assaults which the clouds’ 
are for ever preparing or discharging upon 
his devoted head. If, ‘on the one’hand, he 
is annoyed by water, he is on the other, 
defiant in’ ‘waterproof.’ Run your eye 
down the columns: of bis morning paper, 
and see what a prodigious store of bulwarks 
he has prepared against'the storm. Read 
the list of gallant defenders, with'the im- 
mortal Macintosh at their head, who have 
levied contributions from ‘the resources of 
universal nature for the purpose of keeping 
the hostile’ moisture on the .safe side of 
John’s waisteoat—from ebats of four ounces, 
«warranted to keep out twelve hours’ rain,’ 
to coats of twice as many capes, which 
would Jaugh at a movsoon—and. from idro- 
tobolic hats, which keep his bald pate dry, 
and ventilate it at the same time, to gutta- 
percha soles that don’t know, and won't be 
prevailed upon, ‘under any. circumstances, 
to know, whatit is to be damp. ‘Think, of 
yoluminous folds of yuleanised caout-chouc 
and gutta-perchified cloth—of rugs and 
railway wrappers—of paletots, bequemes, 
bear-skins, pea-coats, Ohestertields, Codring- 
tons, Whitney Overs, Derby coats, Melton, 
Mowbrays, Wellington sacs and wrap-rascals 
—tosay nothing of the millions of umbrellas, 
of which everybody has one to use’ and two 
to lend: ‘think of all these, and a thousand 
more of the same sort, aud say if John Bull 
‘be not tolerably well provided against yon- 
der black cloud. 

Come, we are not going to be afraid of 
arainy day, at anyrate, though we do pre- 
fer the sunshine; and it is well we are not, 
for itis coming down in torrents just’ now, 
and we must be off to the office to our daily

task, let it come asitmay. Jonas, our vola- 


tile neighbour in the ¢ two-pair back,’ has 
just declared, in our hearing, to his wife, 
that this isa ‘ delectable swizzle,’ and.no 
mistake. We know what that man means, 
well enough. But Jonas’s wife has tied a 
comforter round his chin, and he is off, and 
we must follow close at his heels, * swizzle’ 
asit will, or else lose a character for pune- 
tuality, which will never do. The street- 
door ‘slams us out. Wheew! but it is a 
soaker! What a clatter the big drops make 
upon the strained silk!—we could spare 
such hydraulic music. The sky is one dull 
sheet of lead; the nearest houses appear 
asif yeiled in a gauze dress, and the further 
ones are behind a wet blanket, and won't 
appear at all, All London is just now under 
the douche, and undergoing a course of 
dydropathic treatment. Much good may 

it do thee, thou dear old wilderness of brick: 
thy alimentary canal has long been out of 
order. Drink, old Babylon! Drink, and 
forget thy filthiness, and show thy countle: 
offspring a clean face when the morrow 
sun lights up thy forest cf tall towers. In 
the meantime, though, this is but a sorry 
joke. Slippety, sloppety, squash! Concern 
that loose paying-stone! and an ovation to 
the man of genius who invented gaiters, by 
which we are spared an involuntarily ‘futz.’ 
What is that? ‘Clickety, clackety, skrsh! 
Pattens, by all that is poetical! ‘O the days 
when we were young! as the poet says, 
when pattens were the genteel thing—when 
comfortable dowagers went waddling abroad 
exalted on iron rings, and with their heads 
buried in calashes shaped like a gentleman’s 
cab, only not quite so big. Ab, those were 
the days! What a rush of tender recollec- 
tions comes with the clatter of that single 
pair of pattens! It seem an age since we 
last heard that ‘once familiar sownd; and it 
seems, too, as though we had entered anew 
world since that sound was of everyday oc- 
currence, But we must not indulge in these 
pensiverecollections, Swizh!—p-r-r-r-r-r-p! 
whirr!—no indeed !—f this isn’t enough to 
swill all sentiment out of a fellow. * Halloo! 
Conductor, stop that bus! 

«Full inside, sir, plenty of room outside, | 
sic! 

‘Not a doubt of it; but I’m outside. al- 
ready !? 

No admission for gentlemen in distress. 
Never mind—we shall be sure to find an 
omnibus in the City Road that will take us 
in. Really, this is the very sort of a day to 
turn intoa night; and were it not for the 
despotism of Business, that genius of modern 
activities, who rules us, as he rules all his 
subjects, with an iron sceptre, we should be 
tempted to follow the example of an eccen- 
tric artist of the last century, and by turn- 
ing back to our home once more, and by 
simply closing the window-shutters, lighting 
candles, and poking up the fire, transform 
this drenching morning into a cheerful even- 
ing. But that won’t do either, lest we fall 
into a practice that will entail upon us rainy 
days of a still less endurable complexion. 
Sweeper Jack, yonder, is of the same way 
of thinking: he has scraped his crossing as 
clean as he can with his worn-out broom- 
stump; but his function is no sinecure this 
morning, as new paddles are forming every 
minute in the track which his daily sweep- 
ings have hollowed out, He cannot afford to 
lose his morning coppers; and though he is 
wet through to the skin, and has been for 
this hour’past, he will not quit his post till 
his last regular patron has gone by on. his 
way to the city. He holds out a hand, sod- 
den, like a washerwoman’s, for his custom- 
ary halftpenny, and deposits it in one of his 
Bluchers, lying high and dry under. the 
shelter of a. doorway—a piece of practical 
economy that, because he finds it cheaper 
to subject the soles of his bare feet to the 
mud and slush of the season, than it would 
be to submit the soles of leathér to the 
same destructive ordeal, Sweeper Jack is 
not much worse off.on such a day as’ this 
than the whole tribe of peripatetic traders 
whom the sky serves for a roof every day in 
the year, and who prefer the risk of drowning 
abroad to the certainty of starving at home, 
‘Eels! live eels!’ cries one; and we: can 
finey them switming at their ease’ in the 
broad Wasket in which. they are. borne aloft. 
The soles, haddocks, and cod are travelling 
once more in’ their own element, and the 
salesmen, are particularly lively, knowing, 
by. experience, that a ‘drenching day; when 
economical housewives don’t care to/plunye 
over the way or round the corner to the 
buteher’s, is not unfavorable: to their trade. 
Ten to one that we find a cod’s head'and 
shoulders.on the table when we return to 
dinner at five. Charley Coster’s eart looks 
remarkably. fresh and green this morn- 
ing; but that poor moke’ of his is evident- 
ly depressed in spirits, and, after the man- 
ner of his kind, lowers his head and bends 
back his. ears in silent deprecation of the ex- 
tra weight of moisture he has to drag 
through the miry streets, Yonder is a 
potato-steamer, which the prudent proprie- 
tor has moored snugly under a covered arch- 
wey: his litile tin funnel is. fizzing away 
amongt a group of boys and lads driven 
there for shelter from the storm. He has 
got his steam up early to-day—foul weather 
acting invariably as an impetus to his pecu- 
liar commerce: a hot buttered potato for a 
half-penny, with salt a discretion, as the 
French say, is too good a barguin to go far 
a-begging on such a morning as this” An- 
other wandering son of commerce, who pro- 
fits especially when the clouds are dropping 
fatness, is that umbrella hawker, who stands 
there at the corner, roofed in under a, mon- 
ster-donie of gingham, from which he utters 
ever and anon in a cavernous voice: * A 
good um’rella for sixpence! Sixpence for a 
good um’rella! A silk un fora shilling? 
You will not -see him driving business in 


that fashion when the sky is without a 
cloud; you might as well look for a rainbow. 


He gets his living by rainy days; and if he 
could regulate the calendar in, his own way, 
*twere but little hay that would be made 
while the sun shone, and Vauxhall and Cre- 
morne Gardens might shut up shop. . But 
of all the gainers by the liberality of Jupi. 
ter Pluyius, the cabmen are the most active 
and the most exemplary. Now is the very 
carnival of cabs; and every driver assumes 
an air of increased imporiance, and sways 
his whip-with authority, as Wdugh he were 
chief monarch of a wet world, which in 
some sort he is. But there is not a single 
cab on the stand. The stand itself is wash- 
ed away—all the disjecta from the nose- 
bags, every wisp of hay and straw. of fod- 
der, is floated off the stones; the very water- 
man has disappeared, and taken for the 
nonce to burnishing pewter-pots in the back- 
slums of the Pig and’ Whistle—his tubs 
aloneare the only vestiges which are left to 
proclaim the fact, that four-and-twenty ye- 
hicleg, all of a row, have their home and 
resting-place on that deserted spot, Caby 
is abroad stirting up the mud in every high- 
way and byway of unirersal London; and 
Cabby’s horse, under the impetus of uniimit- 
ed whipcord, is straining every nerve to 
compensate for the idleness of yesterday, 
and to devour a8 many miles, measured by 
ences, as will satisfy, if that be possible; 
the expectations of his owner. 

But now we emerge upon the City Road, 
and hear the welcome syllables, ‘ Room / for 
one,’ from the conductor of a favorite omni- 
bus. With a foot on the step we look in 
upon a hot very inviting spectacle: ten 
stout gentlemen, each with a dripping um* 
brella, and one stouter dame, two single 
Niobes rolled into,one, with a weeping um- 
brella and a plethoric bundle to boot—all 
packed together almost as tight as Turkey 
figs in a drum, in a locomotive vapour-bath 
reeking and steaming at eyery pore. It is 
impossible to pass up the centre, and so we 
are jammed into the corner next to the con- 
ductor, who, enveloped in oil-skin, consider- 
ably bars the pelting drops from our face by 
exposing to them his own broad back. We 
commence a conversation by observing, as 
a sort of leading renark, that such a 
drencher as this is a capital day for omni- 
buses. ‘Why, you must be making quite 
a fortune to-day.” 

“Hexcuse me, sir,’ says he, “but that ere’s 
a wery wulgar hertor. People thinks, be- 
cause they finds the buses full when they 
wants to go to town of a wet day, that the 
wet weather is best for the trade. *Tain’t 
no sich thing. We goes to town this morn- 
in’, for instance, full; but we shall come 
back empty well-nigh, and shan’t do nothing 
to speak of afore gentlemen has done their 
business and comes back in the evening. 
Buses that runs along the business-lines 
does tolerable well perbaps; but I’m bound 
to say, that them as goes north and south 
don’t do half a average trade sich a day as 
this. No, sir—fine weather is best for 
buses, if I know anything about it. Peo- 
ple watks out in fine weather to enjoy their- 
selves, and gits tired, and rides home; or 
they rides out for pleasure, and to call upon 
their friends, or they rides a-shopping, and 
brings home their bargains; but when sich 
weather as, this sbuts people within doors, 
of course they can’t ride in buses.” 

Tiere was no denying, the force of the 
conductor's logic, backed as it was by a long 
experience—and we sat corrected, 

Here our vis-a-vis, the stout dame with 
the bundle, stops the omnibus, and stumb- 
Jing hastily into the muddy road, drops 
some halfpence into the conductor’s hand, 

«What's this, marm ?” 

‘Why, the fare—threepence to be sure? 

“'Threepence ain’t the fare, and this ain’t 
threepence. Dye call that a penny? "lis 
only a half-penny as ha’ beer run over? 

*O dear me! are you sureit’s not a pen- 
ny? it’s big enough. I thought your fare 
threepence.’ 

Conductor opens thé door and shews the 
printed table of fares. ©You see, marm, its 
fourpence. I want three hal-pence more? 

«Odear, I wonder if Pye got any more. 

Niobe lays her bundle on the step, and 
dives into her pocket: Fitst dive, fishes up 
an enormous pineusbion, red on one side and 
green on the other; dive the sevond, a pocket 
handkerchief and a ball of worsted; dive 
the third, a nutmeg-grater, @ nutmeg half. 
consumed, a piece of winger, and an end of 
wax-candle, which shews signs of being on 
terms of the closest intimacy with a skein-of 
thread; dive the fourth, half of a crumpled 
newspaper and Jump of gingerbread, 

«Come, be alive, marm,’ says the conduc- 
‘ve can’t be waiting here all day, 

“0 dear me, how it does rain! Don’t be 
in aburry, my good man—I feel the money 
now;? and, sure enough, dive. the fifth pro- 
duces, together with a handful of ends of 
string, reels of coloured cotton, and a tin 
snufl-box, a couple of peany-pieces. The 
fare is paid—bang goes the door, and on we 
roll towards the Bank. 

The city wears rather a blank appear: 
ance, Itis busy, as it always is, with the 
working-bees of commerce, but the drones 
are absent, and of pleasure-takers there are 
none to be seen. Greateoated figures flit 
hurriedly backwards and forwards beneath 
their hoisted umbrellas; and the indispen- 
sable business of the day is done in spite’ of 
the unceasing tempest that pours from morn 
to night. But retail trade is almost at a 
stand-still’ That immense standing-army 
whose lives are passed in the service of the 
ladies, experience, it'may well be, a welcome 
intermission of their labours. ‘The shop- 
walker may rest his weary shanks, and the 
shop-talker may give his tongue a holiday. 
Drapers’ assistants have no goods to drape, 
and may assist one another in the laborious 
occupation of doing nothing. Now and then 
the shopkeeper walks to his front door, and, 
with one hand in his pocket, while he rubs 


his smooth-shayen chin’ with the other, casts 
an appealing look upwards to the leaden 
sky. He sees no symptoms of a pause in 
the pattering storm; so he retires, and 
buries himself in his back-parlour, where, 
with his nose every now and then between 
the leaves of his bad-debt book, He falls to 
making out fresh bills for stale and long- 
forgotten accounts. We mourn for our old 
friends the book-stalls, which lie all day long 
under-a_pall—-a pall’ of dilapidated’ floor- 
cloth, which no man stops to lift and look 
beneath; ‘The search after knowledge may 
be carried on) under some: diticulties, but 
not under such a sousing shower-bath as 
this. It has actually washed away-the ap- 
ple-woman from the herbstones, which are 
known to be as waterproof as Macintosh 
himself; and it has driven the orange-girls 
off the pavement to the shelter of covered 
courts and. theatrical ‘piazzas. 

But if the rain has dispersed a whole 
host of professionals, it has at least brought 
some new ones upon, the scene. Here 
comes acharacteristic establishment, vamp- 
ed up for special use on a rainy day. It is 
nothing less thanvan ostensible’father of a 
family, with six impromptu children, all born 
to him this identical morning—children 
whose father was humbug, and whose 
mother was a promising ten hours? rain, 
He, unfortunate man, informs youas plainly 
as the cleverest pantomime can tell the tale, 
that he is an unsuccessful tradesman’ who 
has seen better days, and that these six for- 
lorn infants, all clad in neat, white pinafores, 
but paddling with naked feet on the cold 
wet stones, are the motherless children of his 
dear departed. wife, who has left him in 
sickness and poverty to be the sole guardian 
of their tender years.” Asan evidence that 
he has brought them up in the right way, 
they are singing, as lustily as they can baw, 
a pious hymn toa sacred tune, ta, which he 
himself groans a deplorable bass in a de- 
plorable’ voice—holding out his hand the 
while as a modest appeal in behalf of his 
innocent orphans. If you até prudent, you 
will not bein a hurry to tax your sympathies. 
You may feel quite, at your ease, and. rest 
assured that this unhappy family, which 
shews so pathetically amidst. the’ driving 
storm, owes its’ very’ existenee to 'this 
dismal day, and to nothing else. Had the 
sun shone brightly. this morning, each :of 
these motherléss: infants. had remained in 
charge of its-own-maternal parent, or pass~ 
ed the day in raking the mad of Westmin- 
ster; and the demure, sorrow-stricken father 
himself, had been off chalking the pavement, 
shamming the cripple, doing, the deplorable 

or eadging in some ingenious way 
on his own private account, among the gull: 
ble’ population of some'other district. We 
know the rascal well enough ;. but he con- 
trives to sneak on the safe side of the law, 
and laughs at exposure.

Such aday as this is adead loss to a mul- 
titude of out-of-door professionals, not a few 
of whom, will have to put up, with short- 
commons, as the result of such an inhospi- 
table'sky. “It is not very pleasant to’ think 
what beeomes of a host’ which numbers so 
many thousands of needy individuals at such 
an untoward time, when they cannot be 
abroad, and when it would be of no use if 
they could, because their friends and patrons 
the public are snug at home. Where are 
the poor musi¢-grinders?, Where that solid 
phalanx of Italian piano-players? Where 
those gangs of supple acrobats and street- 
jugglers?” Where that battalion of *heedy 
kuite-grinders?” Where the. travelling= 
tinkers, swinging their sooty incense beneath 
our noses? ~Wheré ‘the hawkers of fruits, 
of nuts, and sweet stuff?, Where the bands 
oftchildren with their bunches of lavender? 
Where’ those merry little tender German 
tinder-merchants? Where the: street-sta- 
tionery with his creamy note-paper? Where 
the violet-girls, with their sweet-smelling 
posies? And where that-vast and indiseri- 
minate‘crowd that hangs perpetwilly upon: 
the skirts of ousiness or of pleasure: and, like 
Lazarus from the rich man’s table, supply 
their daily necessities from the abundance 
and the superfluities of their more fortunate 
brethren? In what cheerless homes, what 
wretched slums and corners, what dark and 
unwholesome dens, do they lurk in hunger, 
cold; and bodily discomfort, while the relent 
less rain-shuts them out from’ the chance 
of earning. an, honest penny? Truly, 
a rainy day in London has its dismal aspect, 
within doors as Well as without, 

‘The animal création, which always sym- 
pathises in the pains and: pleasures “of. us 
humans, shew their aversion to, rainy 
weather, when it is excessive, in a man- 
ner not to be mistaken. We cannot 
pretend’ to decide whether the horse pulls ‘a 
jong. face at.a.rain-storm, his face being 
never of the shortest; but his eye is) sadder 
than usual when he is soaked with a shower. 
Donkey shows his dislike to heavy rain by 
invariably getting out of it: when tie canyand 
by his’ unwillingness to face'the driving blast 
when upon duty. Dog is, in. wet, London 
streets, invariably dragyle-tailed and down- 
cast, and out of heart. His post is too often, 
on these occasions, outside his master's door, 
on the step of- which he may be seen sitting, 
his muddy tail. between his legs; and his 
woebegone face confronting the public, up- 
on whom, he turns an appealing, lack-lustre 
eye, telling How ‘much he Would prefer 
sleeping curled up ‘by the kitchen-lire to 
standing «sentry: in company with» the 
scraper... Puss shews her sense of cleanli- 
ness and comfort by keeping within doors; 
though our old Stalker” is an exception to 
thé general rule, preferring ’to sit on the out- 
side ofthe window-sill,, where, erecting 
every hair in his, black coat.till they. bristle 
up ‘like quuls upon the fretful porcupine,’ 


he gathers a vast amount of electricity and 


moisture besides, and is always the cleaner 
and the livelier for the process, which he 
doubtless knows to be good for his constitu- 
tion. 

‘The London populace had an idea that 
the weather is always favourable to her 
Majesty, it having very rarély happened 
that the sun has refused to shine when the 
Queen has chosen to shew herself to her 
subjects. The clouds are not however, always 


kept the royal party from visiting Powers- 
court on the last eve of September, when a 
storm of rain, which even Irishman acknow- 
Jedged to be a drencher, deluged the county 
Wicklow, and dissipated the popular delu- 
sion on the subject of  Queen’s days.’ ‘Time 
was (when, we were not so thoughtful as 
we are:now) when we entertained a notion 
that it would have been an agreeable and 
convenient arrangement of such moist’ phe- 
nomena, if all the rain, hail, aid snow, of 
Mother Earth stands in continual need, had 
been predestinated to fall after sunset, and 
the hours of daylight had been left to. the 
uninterrupted pursuits and enjoyments of 
mankind. Weare grown wiser now, and 
see that itis better ordered. In that case, we 
should have lost for ever the moral effect ‘of 
arainy day;'and the stock of undeniable 
blessings to our mental and spiritual nature 
which spring outof little crosses and disap- 
pointments, would have been diminished so 
touch in amount, through the lack of a little 
gentle moral discipline, that, bad as the world 
Seems;now, it would have been infinitely 
worse, and perhaps hardly bearable for 
living in. Therefore, with your leave, good 
reader, we will be reconciled to the wet 
weather; and when it rains, let it rain, with- 
out grumbling, merely donning our gaiters, 
induing our waterproof soles, buttoning up 
our coats, hoisting our umbrellas, and setting 
about our. business cheerfully and industei- 
onsly, which, as» everybody knows. who 
kaows anything, is the best way of provid- 
ing against arainy day. 


African Literature.

zine readers, Another contribution of a similar 
character, though more generally entertaining, is 
the one entitled, * African Proverbial Philosphy.” 
Iceontains an account of the geography and na- 
tura/bistory of Yoruba, an out-of-the-way coun- 
tryin the west of Africa, in addition to a philolo- 
gical discussion of its language and literature, 
such as.ithas, It so happens that the literature. 
of Yoruba consists solely of proverbs. ‘ Yet,’ 
says the writer in Putnam, * nothing tests the na- 
tural quickness and keenness of a nation more 
than its proverbs ; and tried by this test, the Yor- 
ubas are triumphant.” A curious collection of 
Yoruba aphorisms, with” parallels from the 
shrewd sayings of civilized uations, is included

‘Mr. W. W. Brown (not Box Brown as is 
generally. supposed) has just returned from 
England, wees has been a resident for the 
last five years, THe wentout a fagitive slave ; 
afar his feedban Was purcliuded by tome Treen 
abroad, and le returns his own master. After 
he had given a history of the progross of feel- 
ing in favor of freedom in Europe, he was 
asked what was the state of public prejudice 
abroad on.the,subject of color,....The.question, 
brought out a long historical statement, the 
éffect of whign was to show that the prejudice 
which exists here against the black race is 
not on account of their color, as is generally 
SW accout Sf their degradation, 

arising from the fact that they are 
faved rice, In other words, slavery 
degrades, not only those who are enslaved, 
but the’ whole race; and) color being ‘the dis- 
tinguishing badge of the race, the prejudice 
lies against all who have the mark, not because 
of their color, but because their volor shows 
that they belong to a degraded race, 

Mr. Brown stated that he had two daugh- 


cated, [n-this country he had tried, in vain, 
to wet them in a gruod school, He was every- 
where told that they could be received onl: 
in=the  schooisifon colored ¢hildren, which 
were not of @ character to answer their wants, 
When he was abrond, and found that he could 
not safely return ou account of the passage of 
the Fugitive Slave Law, he sent for his family,, 
and, to his surprise, found that the feeling 
against color tid notexist in Englind. His 
daughters were admitted without question’ to 
the best schools of England, and were readily 
employed as teachers, in which (business they 
were now, engaged. Que, of these, who de- 
sired to perfect herself in te languages, went 
to Paris, and was admitted without question 
to the best schiools of that city; and both were 
now leading teachers, by the side of native 
born Saxons, with white children of tle middle 
classes for thei» pupi 

We might add to this statement a fact 
which we have ftont,a lawyer residing on the 
island of Jamaica, that the better, class of 
blacks in tHatisland send their sons to Oxford 
to be educated in the most celebrated Univer~ 
sity of the world, and that they are received 
asthe Sons of other gentlemen ‘are received, 
and after completing the college course, study 
the professions and take’ their places in the 
coorts) and in) the colonial legislature with 
other educated, und. intelligent gentlemen.

I have gained this 
poirit, afler making Niagara, St. Catherines, 
Port Robinson, and Brantford, visits of longer or 
shorter duration, though with results highly sat 
factory. The good peopleof the places mention- 
ed are resolved on supporting the paper—nothing 
can exceed the interest shown by. the women in 
its success—a hopeful sign, when one ealls to 
remembrance the apathy of our females generally 
and especially in the great City of Toronto, un- 
til very recently. If there is any one thing that 
tends to intensify one’s contempt for. the muslin 
multitude, it is the uothingness the delicate crea~ 
tures display when, invited to aidin a work for the 
general good. You would be surprised at the 
pains they take to impress you | with their 
« feebleness.” They ‘ would” probably do some- 
thing, but would not forthe world * jon with 
others.” Why tyonu ask. “Would have toas- 
sociate with the circle. Goodness!” Must not 
think of helping without getting Mr. -—'s consent 
Cant get: the ‘ sensé of it ;-—he knows about it 
—for he borrows neighbor ’s paper’; knows 
the enterprise will be well: supported though 
heard someboiy say so.” Young ladies who have! 
no Mr, —'sto think for them; really donot know, 
vy never read the-newspapers’; but it would 
be delightful to go to a tea-meeting : think they 
might make up séme articles ;—wonder if’ there 
will pe play allowed at the donation! What 
aset! Tam constrained to say, however, that 
many worthy persons have been induced to tale 
hold, and the object will not suffer because of the 
trifling character of many who are appealed to, 
The people of Brantiord organized a Branch of 
the Union, held a tea-meeting, and gave the pro- 
ceeds promptly !o the paper. At this place, a 
grand affair will come off soon, of which your 
readers will hear in time. I would say just 
here, of the gathering at Brantford, that’ it was 
the first they ever held—was made. entirely in 
three days, and that owing to the impossibility of 
getting a large place at that time, was on a small 
scale ; but a fine affair will come off in the win- 
ter,—so say theeitizens, when London Fairs, &c., 
shall have been over with. ‘Too much credit can- 
not be given to the citizens, and especially the 
female members of the Union—of whom I must 
again speak—for their efforts. I went to. Brant- 
ford with no farorable opinion of the character of 
the people, but] assure you I have been agreeably: 
disappointed, fer there appears to be the best un 
derstanding among the citizens, without regard to 
complexional differences: "Lo be sure, here and 
there, an “ enterprising American,” with more 
brass than brains, isshown one; invariabiy some 
one who, having unfortunately’emerged from ‘be- 
Ww the under “erust,” has not, ‘from his very 
nature, been alle to part company from his de- 
grading instincts;—he does not like to see his 
colored brethren from the States’; but I assure 
you, he'does not have an influence in Brantford 
that any one’ heed be disturbed about. 

Brantford beautifully located, and it and the 
surrounding country hold out stronger induce- 
ments to settlers than Kansas or Nebraska, I 
would say much about the country through which 
Lhave passii, bat especially the fine section 
threaded by the Welland Canal ; but must, defer 
it until more leisure, However, the many lum- 
ber mills, fine farms, tasteful houses, é&c,, testify, 
for the inhabitants much industry, taste, and en- 
terprise. Spealsing of saw mills, now that lum- 
beris greatly needed, at Chatham, and by farmers 
and others through Kent, would it not pay, 
some enterprising capitalist who might be. dis- 
posed to the business, to buy up lumber from 
those mills, at their present rates, $9, $10, and 
$12 per thousand, and sell again further west, 
now that the article is so much needed, and at 
such high rates? ‘The advantage of carriage by 
canal and railroad is great, and 25 per cent: 
might be safely realized, after deducting costs, 


though disposed of ata less rate than at present 


in Chatham, At Princeton, on the Great West- 


ern railway line, building material is to be had 
at a great reduction of the Chatham prices.

FALL OF SEBASTOPOL. 

Eight hours after Luropa sailed, came of! 
ficial news of a great battle‘on Alma River, | 
in the Crimea. Allies stormed Russian en- | 
trenchment after four hours’ fighting. An- 

‘rench lost 2,800: killed and wounded. | 
Ruissians lost 6,000! 
_Private despatches supply rest of news;

‘That the Russians under Menschikoff ral- | 
lied on River Ratskai on 23rd, and again 
gave battle to Allies—were again defeated, 
and driven to entrenchments behind Sebas- 
topol, which was beseiged by sea: and land. 

Fort Constantine blew up. Other Forts 
stormed. 

| ussian fleet taken. Ships sunk. 

Russians lost 18,000 killed and wounded. 
22,000 prisoners. 

Garrison capitulated and were made pris- 
oners of war. 

Shattered remains barraeaded. 

Inner harbor refused to surrender. 


The following is a, full account of the 
same incidents :— 

The entrenched camp of Russian land 
forces on the heights of the Alma contained 
50,000 men and numerous artillery and cay- 
alry, and was carried at the point. of the 
bayonet after four hours hard fighting. No 
General Officer of the British was wounded, 

Marshal St, Arnaud and Lord Raglan 
commanded in person. General ‘Thomas 
(Erench) thought to be fatally wounded, and 
Gen. Canrobert wounded in the shoulder, 

‘The second engagement on the plains of 
Kalantai lasted several hours and was yery 
sanguinary, which ended in the total defeat 
of the Russians, who were pursued to their 
entrenchments before Sebastopol. 

On the 25th, Fort Constantine was 
vested by Sea and land, and, after an. obsti- 
nate defence, was carried by storm. 

The Allies then Donbarted the city and 
fleet. ‘Ten Russian ships of the fleet were 
sunk. ‘The others forts were cleared, one 
after another, 

One hundred 


The loss of the Russians in dead and dis- 
abled is estimated at no less than 18,000 in 
Sebastopol.alone. 

Menschikoff threatened to fire the town 
andiblow up:the.rest.of the sbips, if theallies 
would not grant him honorable capitulation. 
The Allied Generals demanded his uncon- 
ditional surrender and in the name of human- 
ity gave him six hours for consideration. 

‘The last despatch “says Mengebikoff sur 
rendered and the British and French flags 
waved over Sebastopol! 

Despatches state that the garrisons of 
Sebastopol were offered free withdrawal, but 
surrendered as prisoners of war.

Still Further by the Baltic.” 
The Battle of Kalantai Plains, 


From the small number of guns or pris- 
oners taken by the allies at the Alma on the 
2ist, we infer that their success amounted to 
not more than driving the Russians from 
their position on the heights At all events, 
Prince Menschikoff had ‘managed again to 
bring his forces into order, and on the 22nd 
Sept. gave battle to the advanced forces on 
the Plains of Kalantai, on the River Rutcha, 


after a sanguinary engagement which lasted | 


four hours. ‘The Russian party in Vienna did 
not think that the Russian armies have met 
with signal adverses in the Crimea. 

Accounts from Odessa say that several 
battles have taken place in which the artillery 
of the fleets shared. Prince Menschikoff 
has fallen back from Alma towards the 
heights of the Kalla, where he was joined by 
Gen, Chunitoff with 6,000 foot. On the 
28rd there was a battle in which the Rus- 
sian loss was very considerable, One Gen- 
eral and-two Colonels were killed. General 
Chunitoff was’ wounded. The publication 
of these despatches was to pave the way for 
announcing the fall of Sebastopol. 

It was stated on the authority of German 
journals of Frankford that the English Cab- 
‘net had brought forward an, overture to re- 
yise the protocol of London, relative to the 
Danish succession, and that this: new element 
will form an important, part.in,the, negotia- 
tions for peace. 

The St. Petersburgh, Journal publishes a 
decree forbidding the exportation of corn to 
Austria. 

From the London ‘Times, Oct. 2nd. 

The great and glorious news which was 
confidently anticipated when we last addres- 
sed our readers has not only justified but 
surpassed our expectations, and theday which 
had been set apart by the Crown and the 
nation for acknowledging the abundant na- 
tural gifts of Providence, has caught from the 
distant theatre of war the first shout of yie~ 
tory. 
Despatches of the 23rd Sept. were re- 
ceived on Saturday by the Goyernment from 
Her. Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantino- 
ple, by way of Belgrade, stating that the en- 
trenched camp of the Russians, containing 
50,000 men, with numerous artillery and cav- 
alry, on-the heights, of the, Alma, was at- 
tacked by the allied troops at 1 p.m,, on the 
20th, ond carried by the bayonet in an hour 
and a half, witha.loss of about 1,400 British 
troops killed and wounded, and an.equal loss 
on the side of the French, the Russian army 
driven into full retreat, 

In the course: of yesterday a further de- 
spatch was received by the Duke of New- 
castle, direct from Lord Raglan, confirming 
this intelligence, and stating that the heights 
above the Alma had been carried. after a 
desperate battle, by the valor of the. allied 
forces. 

Lord Raglan estimates the main body, of 
the enemy at from 45 to'50,000 infantry, and 
adds that 2 line Officers and 2 Generals were 
taken on this occasion by the English army. 
‘Thus far our: intelligence is positive, and. the 
battle of the Alma may be ranked with the 
most brilliant achievements of the two valiant 
armies which met and fought for the first 
time, side by side, on the field of battle; but 


| this exploit, gallant and omentous as un- 


doubtedly it is, seems to be already surpassed 
by\the magnitude of its immediate conse- 
quences.

THE YERY LATEST-—THE. FALL 

’ OF SEBASTOPOL. 

Liyerroor, Oct, 4—8'o'clock a. th. 

Vierxa, Oct, 3.—Several private des- 
patches received here to-day, confirm the 
intelligence received from various quarters 
relative to the fall of Sebastopol. No offi- 
cial confirm: , however, has reached us, 
but an official despatch from St. Petersburg, 
dated the 1st inst., stating that advices from 
Prince Menschikoff of the 26th, make no 
mention of disastrous eyents, causes some 
anxiety ‘here. 

Vienna, Tuesday, Oct. 3.—Prince Mens-, 
chikoff’s despatch to St. Petersburgh is 
doubtless dated thé 20th, not the 26th, for 
his last despatch was eleven days en route, 

“The local papers publish the followin, 
Five hours’ after the bombardment, Fort 
Constantine blew up. ‘Ten thousand Rus- 
sians were buried in its ruins. Prince Mens- 
chikoff fled to Fort Alexander, where 18,000 
Russians surrendered. The: allied fleets 
simultaneously destroyed the out harbor 
forts’ and (vanquished the Russian fleet. 
Prince Menschikof is reported to have un- 
conditionally surrendered on the’ 26th. 


«Constantinople advices of the 7th ‘enable’ 
te to give you some further account of 
Schamyl’s movements. Between the 26th 
of August the 1st of September the 
Cireassian chief entered the northern part 
of Georgia with 18,000 men, and advanced 
in the Kour. The centre, which he ‘com: 
manded in person, was at Achalgori on the 
28th of August; the right wing, under the 
Emir Hassan Emin, was at Gori, on the 
Kour, at the same date; and the left wing, 
under Emir Chupli Emin, was at Mycht, a 
little to the north of Tiflis. The Russians 
were taken completely by surprise, and re- 
treated after ayery feeble resistance into the 
mountains. Schamyl carried ‘off @ great 
quantity of booty and made some prisoners 
of high rank, An important result of the 
razzia was, that the Russians were immedi- 
ately obliged to relinquish all idea of con- 
quest in ‘Turkish Armenia. The ‘Turkish 
Minister who has left Persia is said “ to hava 
received leave of absence,” but at such a 
Moment this is not probable. Ferhad Pasha 
(Stein) has been definitely appointed 
Quartermaster-General in Anasolia, instead 
of Kourchid Pasha (Guiyon.)

The Great Canadian Counterfeit Gang. | 


A month or two since we announced the 
arrest, in Canada, of a gang. of seven per- 
sons engaged in the manufacture: of coun- 
terfeit bank plates and dies’on the most ex- 
tensive scale. For a long period this gang 
has been quite successful in circulating their 
counterfeits upon the banks of the United 
States, and in some instances men have 
grown grey headed and wealthy in the busi- 
ness. We learn from a gentleman from 
Montreal that, the gang arrested are to have 
their trial there on the 15th of the month. 
Among the number is True F. Young, who 
seyeral years since was in custody in. this 
city ona similar charge ; there is also one 
of the Boney family ; an old man of 60, named 
Heard, possessed of considerable wealth 
whose daughters signed the bills; also three 
men, named Bowers,. Wilson and Gleason— 
the latter being an excellent engraver. The 
spoil obtained from them, is probably the 
most extensive ever secured to the United 
States. ‘There was no less. than forty- 
seven bank plates, nearly all for counterfeits 
on banks in the United States, At the time 
of the arrest of these counterfeiters, an at- 
tempt.was made by the officer and his'posse 
to arrest a man by the name of Phelps 
charged with a number of daring bank for- 
geries, Phelps got the alarm and stationed 
himself in an upper room, to which there 
was but a narrow passageway. He was 
armed with two double barrelled guns, two 
revolvers, a bowie knife and a slung shot, 
and kept the officer at bay for six hours, 
when he was finally arrested; but on the 
way to prison, in the custody of three men 
he made his escape, and has not since been 
seen. Sheriff Clark arrested at Portland a 
day or two since, a man named Dunn, who 
had been sentenced to fourteen years im- 
prisonment for counterfeiting, but who 
managed to break jail and escape. He was 
taken back to his old quarters at Sherbrooke, 
Canada. It is to be hoped that by the 
breaking up of this great band, who, with 
others, for the last twenty or thirty years, 
from the Canada side, “havé flooded the 
United States with enormous quantities of 
counterfeit, money, a blow has been given 
which will finally put an end to the business,

Constitution ofthe National Council, 


For the purpose of improving the cl 
acter, developing the intelligence, maintai 
ing the rights and organizing a Union of the 
Colored People of the Free States, the Na- 
tional Convention does hereby ordain and 
institute the . 

“NATIONAL COUNCIL OF. THE COLORED 
PEOPLE.” 


Art, 1. This Council, shall consist of two 
members from each State, represented in 
this Convention, to be elected by this Con- 
vention, and two other members from each 
State to be elected as follows: On the 15th} 
day of November next, and biennially there- 
after, there shall be held in each State, a 
Poll, at which each colored inhabitant may 
yote who pays ten 
each State shall elect, at such election, such 
delegates to State Legislatures, twenty in 
pumber from each State, st large. ‘The 
election to be held at such places and under} 
such ¢onditions as the public meetings, in 
such localities may determine. The mem-~ 
bers of the National Council in each State, 
shall receive, canvass, and.declare the result 
of such vote. The State Council, thus elect- 
ed, shall meet on the first’Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1864, and elect, additional member# to 
the National Council. in proportion of one to 
five thousand of the colored. population, of 
such State; and the: members of council 
thus elected, to take office on the sixth day 
of July next, and all to hold office during two 
years from that date; at the end of which 
time ‘another general election by State 
council shall take place of members to con- 
stitute their successors in office, in the same 
numbers as above. ‘The State council of 
each State shall hive: full power over the’ 
internal concerns of said State. 


Art, 2, The members of the first council 
shall be elected by this convention, which

dent, a. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasur- 
er, corresponding Secretary, and committee’ 
of five on Manual Labor—a committee of 
five on Protective Unions—of five on Busi- 
ness Relations—of five on Publications. 

Art, 3. The committee on Manual Labor 
School shall procure. tunds, and- organize | 
said School in’ accordance with the plans 
adopted by this National Convention, wih 
such modifications as experience or necessity | 
may dictate to them. The committee shail 
immediately incorporate itself as an academy 
under “ The General Committee of the State 
of——,” and shall constitute the Board of 
Trustees of the Manual Labor School, with 
full power to select a location in the State 
designated by the National council, to erect 
buildings, appoint or dismiss instrueters in the 
literary or mechanical branches, There shall 
be @ farm attached to the School, 

Art. 4. The~commitvee on Protective 
Unions shall institate a Protective Union for 
the purchase and sale of articlos of domestic 
consumption, snd shall unite and aid in the 
formation of branches anxiliary to their own. 

Art..5.. The committee on Business Rela- 
tions, shall establish an office, in which they 
shall keep. registry of colored mechaniesyarti- 
zans and busingss men thronghout the Union. 
‘They shall keep a registry of all persons will- 
ing to, employ colored men in business, to 
teach colored boys mechanical trades, liberal 
and scientific professions, and farming ; and 
also, @ registry of colored’ men and boys 
seeking employment. or, instruction. They 
shall also report upon any avenues of business 
or trade which they deem inviting, to colored 
capital, skill, or labor. | 'Pheit reports and ad- 
vertisements to, bein. papers of the widest 
circulation, “They shall receive for sale or 
exhibition, products of ithe skill and labor of 
colored people, 

Art. 6. The -committee on. ‘Publication 
shall collect all facts, statistics, and statements, 
all laws and historical records and biographies 
of the colored people, and all books by colored 
authors, They shall have for the safe keep- 
ing of these documents, a Library, with a 
Reading Room and Musenm. The committee 
shall also publish replies to any assaults, wor- 
thy of  riote, inde uponythe character or, con= 
dition of the colored People. 

Art, 7. Each committee shall have abso- 
lute control over itsspecial department ;| shall 
make its own by-laws, and in case of any va 
caney oecurring, shall fll up the same forth- 
with subject to the confirmation of the coun- 
cil. Each committee shall meet at least once 
a month or as often as possible ; shall keep a 
minite of all its proceedings, executive and 
financial, and shall submit a full’ statement of 
the same, with the accounts audited, at every 
regular meeting of the National council. 

Art. 8. The National council shall meet at 
least once in six months, to receive the reports 
of the comimittees, and to consider any new 
plan forthe general good, for which it shall 
have power, at its option, to appoint a new 
committee, and shall be empowered to receive 
and:appropriate donations for the carrying, out 
of theiobjects of the same. At all such meet- 
ings, eleven members shall constitute a quo- 
rom. In case any committee neglect or refuse 
tosend in its report, according to article 8th, 
then the council shall have power to enter the 
bureau, examine the books and papers of such 
committee ;/and in case thé committee shall 
persist in its refusal or neglect, then thecoun- 
cil shall declare their, offices vacant, and ap- 
point others in their stead. 

Art, 9. In all casesyofithe meetings of the 
National Council, or the committees, the tra- 
veling expenses (if any) of the members shall 
be paid out of the respéctive funds. 

Art. 10. The council shall immédiatély és- 
tablish a bureau in the place: of-its meeting : 
and the same rooms shall, as far as possible,be 
used by the several committees for their vari- 
ous purposes. The council shall have a clerk, 
at a moderdite’ salary,who will kéep’ a tecord 
of their transactions, and prepare a condensed 
report of the committees for:publicntion; and, 
also, a registry of the. friends.of the cause.

Resolved, ‘That the Council shall have 
power to offer a premivtn for prize essays on 
different subjécts agreed on by Council. 

Resolved, That the said Council shall hear 
and grant, petitions and be governed by the 
rules of legislative bodies, and their decisions 
shall be final. 

! Resolved, That any State japplying: for ad- 
mission into this Union, shall be admitted on 
such terns, as may hereafter be agreed upon. 

Resolved; That in establishing a National 
Council for our own special! improvement, and 
a Manval Labor School for the education of 
our children in science, literature and me- 
chanical arts, this Convention do this, not to 
build ourselves up as a distinct and separate 
class, in this country, but as a means to, a 
greatend, viz: the equality in political rights, 
and in civil and social privileges with the 
rest of the American people.
